Kennedy has just returned
from an inspection trip of con-
trol rooms and civilian defense
installations as far north as
Canada and said he found rea.

. fense group.

“Our standard time of two
minutes and 15 seconds to warn
the 45 cities and 12 Sheriff’s
Substations within the county
limits is by far the most rapid
such service of its kind along
the coast,” Kennedy told the
board.

He found elaborate systems
operating that took as many
as 10 minutes to warn terri-
tory limits the size of Los An-
geles county. He also found
primitive air raid warning sys-
tems along parts of the Cana-
dian coast which consisted of
rifle shots from one air raid
